U.S., PRC SEEK DESTABILIZATION IN SOUTH ASIA

[Text] I. Kovalev wrote in IZVESTIA on February 17 that the supply to Pakis- 
tan of 40 latest U.S. fighter-bombers and the United States’ decision to sell 
to Pakistan 100 M-48 tanks and helicopters is a deal dangerous for the situa- 
tion in South Asia. 


Pointing out that the U.S.-Pakistani relations are described in the United 
States as a “renewed strategic alliance,” the newspaper writes: the common 
"strategic interests," as the Chinese leaders declared many times, constitute 
the basis of the partnership between the USA and China. The deliveries of 
U.S. weapons and military equipment are envisaged too. The military-political 
cooperation between China and Pakistan existing over many years is a sort of 

a link between these “strategic alliances." These links have been created or 
are being created, allegedly, for the consolidation of "stability and secur- 
ity" in troubled regions of Asia, while their effect everywhere is absolutely 
opposite to the aims proclaimed. 


The programme of urgent rearming of Pakistan launched by the USA is aggravat- 
ing the situation in the region, the article says. Peking fully approves of 
the speedy rearming of Pakistan and thus promotes the heightening of tension 
between India and Pakistan. There is a lot of other examples of Washington's 
and Peking's participation in destabilizing the situation in South Asia. 
Specifically, a tense situation around Afghanistan artificially created by the 
United States and Peking is being widely used for the purpose. 


Such is the real price of the false talk of U.S. and Chinese leaders about 
their interest in stability in Asian regions south of China. Their main task 
is to aggravate the situation, to create new seats of conflicts for the sake 
of the implementation of their own expansionist plans.

wUALITY OF PUBLIC LECTURERS ‘UNSATISFACTORY’, RSFSR PAPER FINDS 
Moscow SOVETSKAYA ROSSIYA in Russian 3 Feb 82 p 1 
fArticle: “School for Lecturers"/ 


[Text/ During the years after graduating from the Moscow Veterinary Academy Ivan 
Grigor'yevich Bondarev recalled his Alma Mater many times with gratitude. And not 
only because it was here that he acquired solid skills in his field of specializa- 
tion. In this VUZ he also acquired a second profession--that of lecturer. And 
when this young veterinarian arrived by assignment at the Rostov Rassvet Kolkhoz, 
he already had some experience in propaganda work under his belt, an ability to 
make sense out of the events and phenomena occurring in life, along with the skills 
of communicating with people. It is not surprising that the kolkhoz's Communists 
soon elected him to be their party leader. And now Bondarev heads up the neighbor- 
ing Iskra farm. 


The lessons learned in the school for young lecturers have also shaped the desti- 
nies of many other graduates of this academy. G. V. Snoz, for example, defended 
his dissertaion, is teaching at his own VUZ and directing a section of the very 
.>se school of lecturers from which he himself graduated. His speeches on the ur- 
gent problems of agriculture bring together large audiences. 


Schools for young lecturers comprise one of the basic forms for training staffs of 
lecturers, and they have now been created in practically every VUZ in the country. 
More than 240,000 students have been educated in them. Within the Russian Federa- 
tion 489 schools encompass abcut 151.000 persons. The All-Union review which was 
conducted last year revealed quite a .w successfully functioning ShML‘s [schools 
for young lecturers/. These include the above-mentioned veterinary academy, the 
Leningrad Pedagogical Institute imeni A. I. Gertsen, the Perm Agricultural, Magni- 
togorsk Mining and Metallurgical, and Ryazan Polytechnical Institutes, the Dages- 
tan University and many others. The work of 80 schools has been noted by the 
awarding of certificates. 


'foday we can state with confidence that the system created in the early 1960's for 
training young specialists ir: the field of socio-political and propagandistic ac- 
tivities has undoubtedly justified itself. It is very important for future engi- 
neers and schoolteachers, jurists and physicians, as well as managers of labor 
groups to be capable of thinking in broad terms, to express their points of view 
with good arguments on various problems, to listen to and understand their fellow- 
discussants, to have a mastery of the skills of public speaking. It is difficult 





to exaggerate the value of a specialist who has such quaiities, particularly ina 
rural locality. 


It is understandable, therefore, that a great deal of importance is being accorded 
to schools of young lecturers. In 1978 a decree was issued by the USSR Ministry of 
Kicher and Secondary Specialized Education, the Komsomol CC, and the Znaniye 
[Knowledge] Society concerning the development and improvement of the activities of 
the ShML’s; this decree defined the contents and organization of their work. 


Instruction has taken on a more precise organization, and skilled instructors, 
scholars, and experienced ideological workers have begun to be attracted to it. 
There has been an improvement in the practical training of students. They speak on 
a regular basis in schools, PTU's /vocational-technical schools/, labor groups, and 
at their places of residence. At a number of VUZ’s specific audiences have been 
established for the schools of young lecturers. Recently there has been a consi- 
derable increase in the number of lectures delivered by their students. At the 
Ivanovskiy University, for example, this number has doubled and now comprises more 
than 6,000 a year. In Kurganskaya Oblast approximately 40 percent of the managers 
of the political-education network are graduates of the school of young lecturers 
at the local agricultural institute. 


Interesting in this connection are the data of sociological research conducted in 
Udmurtiya. About 63 percent of those who have graduated from the Izhevskiy Agri- 
cultural Institute and its ShML are employed in various public positions on the 
staffs of party, trade-union, and Komsomol organizations; almost. half are deputies 
of the Soviets of People’s Deputies, members of rayon, city, and oblast party com- 
mittees, and kolkhoz councils; 55 percent conduct lecturing and propaganda work. 


But life, as we know, constantly poscs new demands on us. The results of a ques- 
tionnaire survey which the journal SLOVO LEKTORA conducted last year have shown 
that quite a significant portion of its participants evaluate the quality of the 
training of young lecturer personnel as unsatisfactory. A seeking after higher 
numerical enrollments of students in these programs is one of the main reasons for 
this. Many persons drop into the schools for lecturers who have neither the ta- 
lents for lecture work nor the desire to study it. Naturally, they are winnowed 
out in the educational process, 


The numerous staff of the schools leads to a fractionation of the sections. Some 
schools have 10--15 functioning sections, while others have as many as 17. This 
makes it difficult to administer the educational process amd creates complications 
in providing the schools with well-qualified instructors. On the one nand, the 
schools are turned into lecture halls, while, on the other hand, they remind one 
of special-interest clubs. 


Study of the fundamentals of lecturing skill is still not being conducted with 
sufficient groundwork or depth. A specialist, even though he may know his materi- 
al well, is still far from teing a lecturer. Furthermore, it is scarcely possible 
to grasp the wisdom of oratorical skills during those 20 hours which the program 
allocates. All the more so in that there is still no textbook for students in 
this course and not enough special methodological literature or visual aids for 
Students taking this course. Moreover, there are far too few good instructors in 














this subject field. And the experience of inter-VUZ cooperation with regard to 
lecturing manpower, as practiced, for example, in Izhevsk, has been poorly 
disseminated. 


At places where the rector’s office and the party committees have an interested at- 
titude towards the activities of the schools for young lecturers all these problens 
are being overcome. Unfortunately, such an attitude is more the exception than the 
rule. Frequently the party committees pay too little attention to these schools. 
And tnere is often no genuine interest, which is very strange indeed, among the lo- 
cal organizations of the Znaniye Society. Perhaps this is because only a rather 
small portion of the graduates of these schools (10-15 percent) join the Society's 
ranks. 


To conduct classes in school is a responsible and serious matter. Frequently, ho- 
wever, it is considered to be a task of light responsibility, and the instructor is 
assigned other tasks as well, which, naturally, has an effect on the quality of his 
teaching. Those who concern themselves with students should not only be freed from 
other public obligations, but their work should aiso be encouragec and stimulated. 


schools for young lecturers are not the only form of training staffs of lecturers. 
Also in operation are city, rayon, and associations of beginning lecturers in large 
labor groups. The tutorial system is gaining wider and wider acceptance. Experi- 
enced tutors help beginners to prepare the tet of their speeches, review them, 
listen to their students, give advice, and make recommendations as to how to im- 
prove the contents and the form of exposition. The tutorial system allows us to 
train lecturers primarily in those branches of knowledge in which an acute shor- 
tage is felt: atheistic propaganda, economists, specialists in the field of dis- 
seminating advanced production experience, administration of the national economy, 
and methods of lecturing skills. 


lhe process of training young lecturing personnel would be much more effective if 
it relied on a unified system having the status of law. The initiative and enthu- 
siasm of public opinion are capable of achieving a great deal. Nevertheless, 
there comes a time when matters require a different basis. Here and there some 
attempts along these lines have been conducted: at the Leningrad Pedagogical in- 
Stitute, for example, in certain departments a course on the fundamentals of le- 
turing skills has been introduced into the program as a mandatory subject field. 


The difference now existing in the system of training lecturers is further ex- 
plained by the circumstance that there is no coordi”iation or principle of agreement 
between the Ministry of Higher Educational Institutions, the Komsomol CC, and the 
Znanive Society. 


Lecture-type propaganda constitutes an important link in ideological work. The 
decisive role in its organization belongs to the party committees. And the train- 
ing of the lecture personnel depends on how deeply and seriously they penetrate 
into this field. The attention of the party committees to the problems directly 
linked with improving lecture activity implies day-to-day guidance and effective 
aid to the schools for lecturers.

ESTONIAN TRADE UNIONS URGED TO HELP CONSERVE RESOURCES

Collective, On Every Job: Trade Union Tasks For Improving Conservation"] 


[Text] The 26th CPSU Congress stated that the main directions for economic 
development in the 80s would be an acceleration of social production 
intensity and an increase in efficiency. Comrade L. I. Brezhnev stressed in 
his speech to the Congress that "a factor that appears to be simple and 
rather commonplace is becoming the focal point of economic policy--a respect 
for the property of the society, an ability to utilize completely and 
effectively all that we have. The initiative of labor collectives and 
massive party work has to be directed toward that end." 


The directives of the congre2s directed trade unions, in their role as 
socialist management schools, to concentrate their efforts on achieving 
strict conservation in every branch of the national economy, on every job, 
and on increasing output by a more effective use of existing reserves. 


In our republic the consumption of raw materials, finished products, 
e:ectricity and fuel is steadily increasing. For example, more than 8 
billion kWh of electricity and 5.7 million g/cal of heat energy were used 

in 1980, is well as more than 2.6 million tons of petroleum products, 29 
million tons of oil shale, 316,500 tons of sheet iron, 1.8 million of 
window glass, etc. It is not hard to imagine what benefits the national 
economy could have reaped if these expenditures has been reduced by decreasing 
losses and leftovers by even one percent! During the 10th Five-Year period 
trade unions, management, and komsomol organizations participated in an 
all-union audit of resource management, during which much valuable 
experience was gained. From 1976 to 1980, workers submitted almost 260,000 
suggestions that resulted in savings of 473.6 million kWh of electricity, 

1.3 million g/cal of heat energy, 416,000 tons of fuel, and 28,000 tons of 
metal compared to amounts allocated. Other raw materials were also used less 
than plans indicated. The reduction of material costs per production unit 
resulted in an additional national income of R80 million over 1975. 


It seems that much has been done. Nevertheless, conservation is still 
unimportant to some trade union committees and management organizations. 





There are instances of excess use of materials and funds because of technical 
improprieties, downtime, and delays in the receipt of needed materials and 
transportation. There are still arythmical enterprises and construction crews 
in our republic, working to meet plans “at any costs," i.e., without taking 
account of excess use of metal, concrete, bricks, petroleum products, 
electricity, and overtime. 


In the first half of last year the “Toostusaparaat collective and some other 
enterprises did not meet their target for metal conservation. Excessive 

use of reinforced concrete, industrial glass, and linoleum occurred within 
the Construction Ministry and EKE [Estonian kolkhoz construction] organiza- 
tions. In an attempt to hoard technical and material assets, some managers 
consciously increased orders. Such steps are in violation of national 
interests. Trade union committees must protest such measures. 


It is well known that every other ton of steel in our country is produced 

from recycled scrap, and that metal made of scrap is 15 times cheaper shan 

a product made of ore. But insufficient attention is being paid to collecting 
and transferring scrap iron and other recyclable materials. One can see 
obsolete, useless implements, metal items, etc on the grounds of enterprises 
and building sites, on kolkhoz and sovkhoz lands, and in city dumps. Panels, 
plates, bricks, glass, pipes, machines and much useful and useless 
construction material is heaped around construction sites. Such mismanagement 
must stop. 


Conservation of agricultural products deserves special mention. In a year 
marked by poor weather kilkhoz and sovkhoz personnel made great efforts to 
gather the harvest. It is all the more important that the fruits of the 
farmer's labor be preserved and brought to the population with a minimum of 
waste. Solving this task is up to industrial, transportation, and trade 
personnel. 


Based on the demands of the 26th CPSU Congress for conservation and rational 
resource use, trade union organizations and committees must work to imbue 

the worker with feeling of respect for the country's property. A deeper and 
more expert analysis has to be made in production; a more efficient social 
arrangement for controlling mismanagevent and waste must be implemented; and 
terms of socialist competition must be revised so that a reduction of material 
costs and resource conservation will become universally accepted goals. 


it is impermissible that enterprises, organizations, and their subunits should 
be crowned champions of socialist competition if they practice excess 

resource use, excessive waste and loss. Unfortunately, such things have 
happened. 


The terms for socialist competition must very prominently include additional 
production, especially of consumer goods, that has become possible thanks to 
conservation. 


Personal and collective conservation indicators must be instituted, showing 
reductions of raw material and finished product losses at all stages of 








production, storege, and transport. Construction organizations and some 
others have some experiences with this. Reality shows that personal 
conservation figures not only increase interest in rational resource 
management, but also improve machine usage, encourage production from raw 
materials and products that have been saved, and enhance the workers" active 
participation in rationalization, and implementation of new techniques and 
technology. Since the brigade method of management is increasing, brigades 
should also establish their own conservation figures. 


One of the most immediate tasks is the selection of base enterprises and 
organizations who are experienced in rational resource use. Such enterprises 
must become a kind of branch laboratory where most economical methods are 
developed and experiences gained are communicated to other enterprises of 
that industry branch. 


In order to include workers more extensively in conservation the CPSU Central 
Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers have decided to schedule an 
all-Union social audit of the efficiency of raw material, product, fuel and 
energy resource usage. Social commissions must be formed in all enterprises, 
organizations, colectives, ministries, and agencies, and all valuable 
experiences gained in the course of the last audit must be used. 


It is hoped that the TTU [scientif ic-technical association] and the ULRU 
{[all-Union association for rationalization] will increase their contribution 
in researching and implementing techniques and technology designed to save 
resources and reduce production costs. In the last five-year period the 
innovators and scientific-technical personnel of the republic made remarkable 
achievements: savings made by implementing inventions and rationalization 
suggestions increased 1.7 fold over the 9th five-year period, with the savings 
due to inventions exceeding the indicator of the 9th five-year period 4.5 
times. But in some places trade union committees do not always effectively 
direct the work of workers’ technical creativity organizations and do not 
give them the necessary support. 


The struggle for conservation must not be limited to the job, but it must 
include the residence, the environment. After all, our republic's people 

use quit a lot of fuel, energy and other resources per year (360 million kWh 
of electricity, almost 2 million g/cal of heat, 112 million cubic meters of 
gas, more than 45 million cubic meters of water). Every family and citizen 
has an opportunity to use them more effectively. Much depends on *he 
personnel of housing and communal management, on their servicing of the 
inhabitants, on their effectiveness in maintenance and eliminating stoppages. 


These are then the basic trade union tasks that evolve from the decisions of 
the 26th CPSU Congress in the fight for conservation. A successful solution 
will contribute much toward fulfilling the program for economic and social 
progress in the llth Five-Year Plan and, toward educating workers to a 
respectful attitude toward the people's property.

STEALING AND FRAUD IN ESTONIA BLAMED ON BAD ORGANI ZATION

[Text] The 26th CPSU Camgress laid down an extensive program for increasing 
the social-econamic potential of the Soviet state, for improving socialist 
democracy, and for further raising the well-being of our people. The imple- 
mentation of this grandiose plan requires a high degree of organization, 
exemplary discipline, strict conservation, and a further deepening of the 
legal and judicial system. 


With this in mind it is most important that the steady increase of state and 
social discipline and the universal adherence to the legal system be warranted. 
The improvement of the legal system in the national econamny requires special 
attention, since not only the material-technical foundatiq@m for communism is 
laid there, but also the new man is being shaped. It is a well-xnown fact that 
the legal system depends greatly qm the state of the legal affairs in the 
national econany and in the attitude of chiefs of production and other offi- 
Cials toward laws and their fulfillment. 


Extensive work has been done in our republic to increase state and social 
discipline and secure legality. Such questions are camtinually in the focus 
of attention of party councils and organizations for protecting the laws. The 
ministries and agencies, with the active participation of control and audit 
organs, are establishing ever more efficient means to preserve socialist pro 
perty and increase productiam, service and labor discipline. At the same 

time the majority of qur managers and officials follows the laws strictly. 

The result of all of this is the noticeable progressive increase in the legal 
system of our republic. At the same time, however, one must note that the state 
of the legal system still does not meet modern requirements as posed at the 
26th CPSU Congress. The vioclatiaom of state discipline in the national econany 
is a serious problem. As is known, the basic task of socialist management 
consists of producing the highest possible amount of quality products with 
minimal costs. The state is very interested to learn at what a price, with 
what means and at what costs the plans were met. The party has always taken 




















the plan to be a law, samething that has to be met unoonditionally and cnly by 
the legal means. “After all, cmce approved,the plan becomes a law of our iife 
and deed, and everyme, from laborer to minister, must take the plan just as a 
law, a most important party and state document,” Comrade L.I. Brezhnev stressed 
at the 1981 November CPSU plenum. 


But in reality time and again a lack of responsibility or arbitrariness is 
evident in selecting means to fulfill the plan. And sometimes there has been 
outright state fraud and coverup. 


Same time ago the republic's prosecutor was informed that state plan progress 
reports were altered in the “Vasar” preduction collective. This turned out to 
be the case. It turned aut that instead of eliminating difficulties in ful- 
filling the plan, "“Vasar” preferred to cheat the state. 


On orders of deputy director Toivo Rukkel, a fictitiqs bill of lading was pro 
Guced, covering the sale of more than 11,000 metal pails, 3600 wash tubs and 
4000 watering cans to the Valga rayon collective of the EPT [Estqmian Agri- 
cultural Production] at a total cost of more than 30,000 rubles. Surely the 
question now arises whether enterprises of the State Acricultural Production 
Technology Canmittee indeed deal with laundry and flower growing. Not at all. 
Instead, 42 tons of zinc sheet were illegally harded wer instead of finished 
products. Merely the fact that no laundry is due nor flowers grown in the 
Valga raym collective should have exposed the scheme; morewer, a large number 
of personnel participated in it. It should have been exposed, but it wasn't. 
But what did this deal mean to thousands of consumers? Disappointment, since 
as a result people wre left without required consumer goods. 


Hoping that his dark deeds would not be uncovered, T. Rukkel after sane time 
caused another fictitious bill of lading to be made. It, too, showed that non- 
existent goods valued at R32,000 had been produced and sold. Such illegal 
schemes led to an artificial incraase in sales of almost 8 percent (!) during 
the reporting period. 


The court found the cheaters guilty and puinished them. Hopefully, the Min- 
istry for Local Industry drew the correct comsequences fran the case. The fact 
that on cccasion such dangerous phenomena are not censored by the party on 
principle, that there is an attempt to downplay the social danger of such 
deeds, and worst of all, that they are even justified, is reason for concern. 
For example, often persons who have been found guilty of defrauding the state 
have been left in responsible positions. 


State fraud and coverup has unfortunately occurred in other branches of the 
econamy as well. Such misdeeds are most prevalent in transportation, con- 
struction, and maintenance, but also in communal management. From time to 
time they appear in industry and agriculture. There have been serious dis- 
tortions in meeting the state procurement quotas for farm products. An audit 
by the prosecutor's office showed that same farm products included in the 
state procurement plan are actually not handed over to the state. 





For example, the kolkhao imeni J.J. Ljahho of Valga rayon last year arbi- 
trarily used more than 400 tons of state-owned potatoes that had been left in 
the farm for storage. As a result, the potato procurement quota of the kolkhoz 
was filled only to 64 percent, rather than the 114 percent shown in the report. 
The “Kalevipoeg” kolkhoz of Paide rayon did not hand over 943 tms of potatoes 
to the state. The audit showed that even at the time of the sale agreement the 
kolkhoz was realistically incapable of meeting such a quota. Such an agreement 
was drawn up only to embellish plan statistics. 


According to documents the Laius kolkhoz of Jogeva rayon sold 252 tons of 
barley to meet the state procurement quota. Actually, the state did not get 
a single grain. 


In the overwhelming number of cases, state fraud and c.verup is done for per- 
sonal gain, mostly for abtaining an illegal bonus. Various means are used, 
from an artificial embellishment of plan fulfillment figures to various other 
ways for altering reports, including hiding production, material resources, 
machines and animals. There is a wide-spread use of so-called pre-reporting, 
i.e. the reporting of products in same phase of production as finished products. 
Recently such illegal acts were discovered in the "Pohjala" rubber goods 
factory, where mcre than 16,000 rubles were awarded as bonuses due to pre- 
reporting. Similar machinations took place in the Parnu Beer Brewery, with 
Director Udo Erm having to answer for them in court. 


A dangerous aspect of state and national fraud is the production and sale of 
deficient products. Nobody doubts that our industry and agriculture are able 
to produce and deliver to scciety omiv goods of high quality. The production 
of many of our firms can successfully compete on world markets. All the more 
reprehensible is the still-occurring production and sale of shoddy goods. 


No matter what its form, state fraud greatly damages society. But even greater 
than econamic losses are the moral losses caused by such dishonest means as 
artificially embellishing labor results or increasing production at the 
expense of quality. In formulating communist morale and instilling it in 
workers, it is most important that remuneration for work be strictly related to 
the quantity and quality of labor. It is wherever this socialist principle 

is violated that misconceptions arise of socialist property as some alien 
"crown" property, allowing complete abuse. Damage to socialist property is, 

in the final analysis, damage to one's own interests. After all, we work for 
ourselves, consequently, we consume the same kind of product we produce. 


The political aspect must not be forgotten in the discussion of these problems. 
The question is that even isolated cases of fraud and shoddy production caonm- 
promise our socialist econamic system and enable our ideological enemies to 
libel and denigrate our reality, attack and insult communist ideals, pollute 
the people's consciousness. 
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We have no right to tolerate such things. For this reason, everything that 
permits and encourages state fraud, coverup, mismanagement, and destruction 
of socialist property must be resolutely eliminated. In the struggle against 
such phenomena both propaganda as well as state coercion must be used. 


Every communist, every manager and party worker must be deeply concerned about 
the people's property. But those who are not must be called upm to answer to 
the full severity of our party charter and our Soviet laws, as Comrade L.I. 
Brezhnev has stated. 


One must act according to this party directive. The fight against shoddiness 
and waste must become more effective; all illegalities must be decisively 
prevented; a universal principle must be adopted--the guilty must pay for damages 
inflicted om the state. 


The people must tirelessly be taught to respect Soviet laws. The occasional 

misconception that laws can be circumvented in the interest of the cause must 
be resolutely broken, as must attempts to oppose legality to expediency, the 
letter of the law to the spirit of the law. One must not forget for a moment 
that all laws have their purpose; they reflect the will of the party and the 
people. The attitude to law must be universal; everyme must respect the law 
and meet its requirements. This is the constitutional duty of all state and 
social organs and organizations, of all officials, of every Soviet citizen. 


It is possible to eradicate all deficiencies such as state fraud, coverup, 
mismanagement and shoddy production fram our reality. To this end, determined 
and unwavering protection of state interests is necessary, as is effective 
control over production, increased demands and a deeper sense of responsi- 
bility. Also necessary is a call to answer for misdeeds, and a decisive change 
in the attitude toward the antisocial phenomena under discussion. 


"To control man and to control the actual work--this and only this is now the 
focus of all work, of all politics," said V.I. Lenin (Sochineni'ya, Vol 33, 
p 199). These words of Lenin are applicable even today. 


The principle lies in the fact that there must be better work, better organi- 
zation for production, and better products.

SHORTCOMINGS IN ESTONIAN VOCATIONAL EDUCATION

[Text] The year is over. Once again we offer best wishes. All in the hope that 
wishes come true. Being associated with vocational education, I and my col- 
leagues wish that all our vocational secondary schools be filled with active, 
interested and disciplined young people, i.e. that all projected classes will 
be full so that there won't be a repetitiom of this year's melancholy fact that 
more than a hundred places in milking specialist, feed preparator and distribu- 
tor, soil conservation, peat production and farm mechanic classes went begging 
in rural vocational schools. All these specialties are in high demand in 

the national ecomoany. 


The Main Mechanization Administration indicates that Estonia requires 18-20 
tractor operators for every 1000 hectares. Statistics show that the actual 
figure is 14.2. One sixth of all enterprises have less than ten operators for 
every 1000 hectares. In the most recent "Forum" program, Minister of Agri- 
culture Vello Lind said that we have 14,200 tractors operators while we need 
20,000. Also, about 5000 tractors lack operators. Labor shortages cause vio- 
lations of agrotechnical standards and places an unnatural burden on the per- 
sonnel on hand. A lack of operators isthe problem. The same holds true for 
farm workers. The need for trained workers in agriculture is immense. This 
is clear even without any proof on my part. But it is not clear why places go 
unfilled for training in ome or another specialty. This is an even more impor- 
tant problem. 


To date, the annual admissions to rural vocational schcols is less than one 
thousand, but considering agricultural labor shortage, this figure will increase 
by a third in future years. 


The increase of admittances poses extensive tasks for expanding rural voca- 
tional schools. Much is being done to improve the quality of environment for 
teachers and students in these schools. Schools are being built. Upm com- 
pletion, the new vocational school at Kose will provide 720 places for 
training operators and rural construction workers. The increase in the number 
of students being admitted to vocational schools will cause another change--the 








various educational systems will revise the distribution of youths among them- 
selves. In the current school year 25 percent of 8th grade graduates went to 
vocational schools; by 1990 that number will increase to 33. Undoubtedly, 
rural vocational schools are the right place to train a modern rural worker. 
Unfortunately, the needs of the society and the interests and desires of young 
people still greatly diverge. The transition to universal mandatory secondary 
education has placed equal responsibility for secondary education om the com- 
prehensive school, vocational school, and technical school. One must be aware 
who are the students who contribute to some type of school. From the mament 
that a young person has entered the selected school, it becomes responsible for 
secondary education. And naturally a correct choice will make the enterprise 
more successful. 


The correct guidance of the young is not only a narrow problem within the 
vocational education system. No branch of the national econamy can function 
without specialists. CPSU Central Committee Secretary General Leonid Brezhnev 
has expressed the standpoint of the party: “It is necessary that the basic mass 
of workers be prepared in vocational schools, so that the yaung people will 
acquire a specialty even before beginning work.” This is not always being 

done. One example among many: In August, I was at the 25th vocational school 
in Paide. A nice young man came to the principal's office to ask for a return 
of his admissiq@m papers. 


"Don't you like the specialty any more?” 
"Yes, but...” 
“But?” 


"I worked in the motor pool during my school vacatiqm as an apprentice welder. 
I was paid 120 rubles a month. In a month I will take my exam and will get 
double..." 


"But you said that yq like being an operator, didn't you?" 


"Well, I mean that I can become an operator by taking courses in evening 
schocl. I really want my papers back because I don't want to go without the 
Pay...” 


The young man had brought his application to school immediately after graduation. 
The good momey during vacation, together with the indifferent and selfish atti- 
tude of the motor pool officials, had dome its work. Several party documents 
stress that the better prepared youths are the ones who shauld be sent to 
vocational schools, youths who understand the role of the worker in society, who 
comprehend the importance of this or that specialty for the state and who 
desire to excel in that specialty. Sending such youths to vocational schools 
should be a point of honor for each comprehensive school and it should be a 
criterion in its evaluation. This is not yet the case. Some teachers and 
parents think that this leading class of society is camposed of backward, 
indifferent, or antisocial youths. As a vocational education inspector I have 
plenty of examples to prove that this characterization of students sent to 
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vocational schools is simply untrue. Since there are noc examinations for adnmit- 
tance to vocational schools, the evaluation of the previous school becomes all 
the more important. After all, the new admittee to a vocational school must 
work a double load; he must live in a dormitory; he must submit to the mles 

of communal life; he must go to the field, to the farm; he must often place the 
"we" above the "I." It is difficult if not imp ssible to live in a collective 
without a feeling of discipline, working habits or ability. This is the reason 
for the high attritiqm rate in the rural vocational schools. 


Farm work is hard work. It is a mistake for parents or teachers to tell the 
youth that there is nothing to becoming a farmer. But it is a beautiful job. 
Listen or read what Elmiina Otsman has to say about her 30 years as a tractor 
operator! 


But let's came back to the evaluations given by the camprehensive school. One 
teacher explained to me, “Twice I redid the young man's evaluation. Still it 
was not good enough. The principal was afraid that he wouldn't be accepted by 
a vocational school.” The vocational school selected was the ome nearest by. 
The young man, well-mannered and with an even better evaluation was indeed 
accepted. Today the student and the school are in pain. "I don't like the 
specialty, I do nct want to study,” says the student. Making changes in a 
student's"not liking" and “not wanting” however, requires a great deal of ability. 
Vocational schools attempt to evoke in every student an interest, respect and 
love for the specialty, but results do not always meet expectations. To be 
Sure, not every man is suited to be an operator, a farm worker. In these cases 
the youth is directed to another specialty, considering his abilities. If 
necessary, he is sent to another vocational school. Usually this is successful. 
But this does not have to result in a run through a gauntlet of schools! The 
youths must be led to a path that will show them to a profession that most 
meets their abilities. 


I am in complete agreement with Endel Tori, director of the Alliku sovkhoz of 
Paid rayon who cnce said: "The main thing is desire. Anyone who wants to be 
a tractor operator must be sent to school, regardless of his abilities. There 
are tractor jobs for men of all kinds of abilities.” 


For years milking classes go unfilled. Let me draw attention to an article in 
last year's NOORTE HAAL, “Who Milks Today, Who'll Do It Tamorrow." The article 
dealt with training milkers. “Rural vocational schools have not yet implemented 
a training program for qualified milkers and operators. The young milker learns 
the trade on the farm, often independently. They have no school desk where 

they can sit. Their class is the farm; their teacher mainly the jab--no 
brigade leader, milking instructor, or colleagues.” Melancholy, downright sad, 
right? It goes qm more optimistically: "The situation will improve in the 
fall. In the Helme vocational school graduates of the 8th grade will be pre- 
pared for master milker. At first there are plans to start only ome class, 
considering previous sad experiences (it was impossible to get a class together) 
but if there is greater demand, two groups of youths will be trained. 
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Now it is up to the enterprises to show how much they are concerned with their 
future demands and wham chey send to be trained. The schools are providing an 
opportunity, he who hesitates is lost.” 


How should ome comment the fact that again only two (!) applicants for milker 
were received? What should ome say about the agricultural administrations 

that were unable to find even a single candidate in the rayon? Is it not the 
time to point a finger at those who are respmsible for personnel affairs in our 
village? Who is respomsible in the rayom or enterprise for meeting the plans 
for vocational education? Currently the greatest, if not the sole respon- 
sibility lies with the director of the vocational school. 


Non-organization of classes disorganizes school work in the same manner as a 

lack of trained personnel in productive work. There were classrooms for training 
milkers in vocational schools previously--at Helme. But classroom facilities 
have now been dismantled. There were no students. The instructors found 

other employment, because there was no sense in waiting. They were good 

people, too, They are doing their job now in the Estonian Agricultural 

Academy. Also, experience has been gained in training milkers. 


True, this was long ago (like a fairy tale), but a growp of milkers was 

trained at Helme. They also became operators. They themselves asked that the 
curriculum be made more demanding. It was said to be a point of honor that 
anyone working on the farm was familiar with the tractor. I also know that the 
group was practically established by the school and the chief instructor of the 
school. Today the dimension of the school is so much bigger and the tasks so 
much broader that ome cannot go on in the old way. But what did that so-called 
old way mean? It meant that the school shald find its own classes! 


In the developed agrarian-industrial collectives of our republic, the school 
has became an integral part of the collective. The educational policy in one 
or another region dictates the formation of the social structure of that region. 
One must not merely rely on the awareness of a youth who has graduated from 

the 8th grade. Often students are hesitant and need assistance. The actual 
distribution of the youths among various types of schools takes place within 
the region. Undoubtedly, vocational counseling is most effective from an 
enterprise in need of personnel. An effective manager aS8*onrs his personnel 
jobs. He knows what he needs today, in a year, or five years. It is no 
accident that 10 persons from the Vaike-Maarja kolkhoz of Rakvere rayon are 
training to become tractor operators with a secondary education; the figure is 
14 for the Jarva-Jaani kolkhoz of Paide rayon, 10 for the Lembitu kolkhoz of 
Jogeva rayon. The Rahva Voit [People's Victory] kolkhoz of Harju rayon has 

had remarkable success with training operators, as has kolkhoz imeni Ljahhov 

of Valga rayon and Adavere sovkhoz of Jogeva rayon. The managers of these 
enterprises are daily visitors to the camprehensive and vocational schools of 
their area. And if me adds close contact between parents and vocational 
counseling offices, then the preconditions for an efficient and econanical 
training of specialists are at hand. Propaganda for farm specialties must became 
more effective. At this time social organizations and managers should have time 
for that important task. Later it might be too late. By 1 July every graduate 
of the 8th grade must know where he is going. 
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In 1981 an interdepartmental council for vocational selection was established 
in the education ministry. The council was charced with coordinating career 
selections of comprehensive school students and with preparing youths for pro 
duction careers. In November, the council organized a conference of vocational 
counseling office directors and vocational school principals in the 25th Paide 
vocational secondary school. Chairperson of the council, Education Minister 
Elsa Gretchkina stressed in her opening remarks that the time had come to 
analyze together with planning organs and ministries the training and educating 
of working personnel, including farm workers. At the camference Ulo Ojasoo, 
director of the planning and economy department of the State Vocational Edu- 
cation Committee gave a comprehensive report. Some samples: 


Often comprehensive information about vocational schools does not get to the 
comprehensive schools. 


There is a lack of career descriptions abaut the specialties taught in vocational 
schools. (Note--work is underway in compiling career descriptions for drivers, 
tractors operators and mechanics). 


Collaboration between comprehensive and vocational schools leaves samething to 
be desired. 


Quotas for assigning 8th grade graduates to vocational schools are expressed 
only in general figures, without differentiation between vocational schools and 
specialties. The students are rot familiar with tasks based on the national 
econamic plans, since they are being simplified, as is the entire training 
program in vocational schools. Every town and rayon must have a differentiated 
plan. 


The compilation of documents for vocational schools should take place at the 
same time as the compilation of 9th grades. It is necessary that vocational 
counseling commissions campile all necessary documents for every entrant into 
a vocational schools, and send them on to the respective vocational school. 
From then om the vocational school would be in charge of solving any problems 
the student encounters, even such as his selecting a specialty that turns out 
to be unsuitable. 


To minimize wraog career choices, interschool interest groups should be 
established in Tallinn, Tartu, Narva and Kohtla-Jarve, whose members would 
visit vocational schools to obtain more informatiaqm about specific specialties. 


Before working, a secondary school graduate should became qualified in a tech- 
nical school. This is true of operators as well. 


There were practical suggesticoms from all speakers. It would be interesting to 
know whether anything is being implemented. After all, how much time is there 
until the new first of September! The land is waiting, work is waiting! But 

we must decide wham we should send to be trained where. We are responsible 

for plans being met. This means that machines must have operators; cows milkers; 
farms, operators...

LITHUA*IIAN KGB DEPUTY ON RELIGIOUS SUBVERSION

[Text/ Recently in the West there were angry condemnations of criminal actions by 
the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency (CIA), its interference in the internal af- 
fairs of the developing and the socialist states, right up to and including at- 
tempts to overthrow governments which the United States does not like, as well as at- 
tempts made on the lives of state and public leaders. World public opinion hoped 
that the U.S. administration would take measures to limit the illegal, anti-human 
activity of the intelligence service. But, as revealed from the information car- 
ried by the Western press, the draft of a special presidential order is again being 
vigorously circulated within the White House corridors; it provides for a reform of 
the “code of conduct” of the American special services and would impart a legal and 
sanctioned character to the CIA‘s active, subversive, terrorist activity. Nor is 
this the first step by the new U.S. administration directed at expanding the pleni- 
potentiary powers of the espionage department, whose activity is aimed at inciting 
international tension, at returning to the worst times of the "cold war,” and at 
Stepping up the arms race. 


The imperialist monopolies and the special services which they maintain are crawl- 
ing out of their skins in order to hinder the growth of the might and international 
authority of the Soviet Union and the entire socialist community, which are block- 
ing the implementation of their madcap goals--to rule the world. : 


With the support of its NATO partners the United States has developed and put into 
operation a doctrine of global subversive penetration into the socialist countries. 
It is carried out by the method of sending spies, various types of emissaries to 
gather intelligence information on a wide range of questions, recruiting Soviet 
persons for criminal ties with foreign intelligence services, instigating persons 
to commit crimes against the state, and other socially dangerous acts. 


There is no doubt that the imperialists have not succeeded in achieving their de- 
sired goals, since the USSR does not have those social conditions by relying on 
which they could have counted on success. A guarantee of this is the vigilance of 
the Soviet people, who have always been capable of recognizing the actions of our 
adversaries and of rendering thca harmless in good time, 
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Leonid [l"ich Brezhnev, in speaking at the i6th Congress of Trade Unions and touch- 
‘oe upon the anti-social activities of certain renegades, remarked as follows: ”™... 
is a different matter when certain persons who have broken away from our society 
actively speak out against the socialist system, enter upon the path of anti-Soviet 
activity, violate laws, and, lacking support within the country, turn abroad for 
support, to the imperialist subversive centers--propagandistic and intelligence. 
Our people demand that we deal with such figures, if they may be called that, as 
we deal with the enemies of socialism, with persons who go against the Motherland, 
with the hirelings and the agents of imperialism...” (L. I. Brezhnev, “Leninskim 
kursom” /Following the Leninist Course/, vol 6, p 337). 


Therefore, we are obliged to consider that our adversary'’s intelligence and special 
services have sometime managed to enmesh some of our citizens in their nets. 


What kind of persons are these who have entered upon the path of treason? It is not 
difficult to characterize them for they are few. Among them are found born-again 
politicians who regard the socialist system in a hostile manner, infected by bour- 
seois nationalism and religious extremism. Such people are characterized by a lack 
of precise political guidelines, a spiritual squalor, indifference to social inte- 
rests, petit-bourgeois views, careerism, money-grubbing, and degeneracy in their mo- 
rality and everyday life. They are alien to the Soviet way of life and to our moral 
principles. The hostile attitude toward the socialist system on the part of some of 
them and the reborn quality of others have been shaped, as a rule, under the influ- 
ence (direct or indirect) of the capitalist West. 


et me cite a few facts. 


oral and political instability and a striving for enrichment enabled Nedra, an 
emissary of the imperialist special services, to drew Skudra into criminal activity; 
the latter, drawn like Judas to his thirty pieces of silver, agreed to hand over 
to the emissary certain information which comprised a state secret. At the time 
when some routine information was being handed over both persons were caught red- 
handed and got what they deserved. 


In 1978 the Supreme Court of the LiSSR condemned the political adventurers and re- 
peater-criminals, Gayauskas and Pyatkus. In the past both of them during the dif- 
ficult years of class warfare in Lithuania were on the side of those who carried on 
an armed struggle against the Soviet regime, and they were subjected to the punish- 
rent which they deserved. Having returned after serving out their sentences, they 
asain entered upon the path of struggle against their own people. At the prompting 
of foreign anti-Soviets, both of them engaged in gathering and fabricating mali- 
cious slander against the Soviet reality. By way of foreign correspondents, accre- 
dited to the USSR, they attempted to transmit their concoction abroad. By the way, 
miserable pittances from abroad, together with “contributions” from extremist- 
oriests, constituted the principal source of existence for Pyatkus in recent times, 
determining his parasitic way of life. Pyatkus for the third time and Gayauskas 
for the second time were justly condemned for their anti-Soviet acts. Although 
their criminal activity was fully proved by the court, various radio voices inimi- 
cal to us have depicted them as “prisor-.. -f conscience." Here is an application 
of Goebbel’s principle--the ~ -«.#t.0us the lie, the sooner it is believed. 
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It must be noted that, along witn those who have consciousiy chosen the path of 
treason, there are, unfortunately, also those among the Soviet people who manifest 
a naivete,who are too trusting, and who enter into contacts with foreigners, often 
babbling out data which should not be so proclaimed and which become sources of 
leaks of information which should not be so leaked. 


A U.S. citizen named Yasenis has traveled on several occasions to Vilnius as a tour- 
ist. He utilized these trips of his for the ideological “processing” of a distant 
relative of his who had access to siate secrets. When entry into the USSR was 
closed off to Yasenis because of violations of the rules of sojourn and travel, a 
well-to-do “aunt” began to make her presence known to this Soviet citizen; she would 
entrust souvenirs to him and give him American dollars “for minor expenses.” It was 
only after she arranged a meeting for him in Moscow with American intelligence 
agents that this Soviet citizen “had his eyes opened"--he showed up at the state se- 
curity organs and made a “clean breast” about the true intentions of these “uncles” 
and “aunts,” connected with the special services of the United States. 


It must be borne in mind that the intelligence services of the imperialist states 
under present-day conditions also act as the direct organizers and performers of 
acts of ideological diversion against our country, the aim of which is to weaken and 
impair the socialist system. “Such diversion is aimed at influencing the opinions 
and attitudes of people, their views of the world, and through the medium of their 
consciousness--their political and moral conduct” (Yu. V. Andropov, “Izbrannye re- 
chi i stat'i" /Selected Speeches and Articles/, Politizdat, 1979, p 299). 


The essence of ideological diversion is a complex of actions both propagandistic as 
well as intelligence-subversive of an organizational nature, including the instiga- 
tion of espionage, to betrayal of the Motherland, to the creation of anti-Soviet 
factions, the stimulation of various types of crimes and politically negative phe- 
nomena. Ideological diversion is constructed wholly and completely on a lie, ona 
juggling and the crudest distortion of the facts, for such is its nature. 


As V. I. Lenin remarked in his own time, the enemies of socialism, since they are 
unable to halt the spread and influence of Marxism, have recourse to the most de- 
ceitful devices in the struggle for people's minds. "When the bourgeoisie‘s ideo- 
logical influence on the workers declines, is subverted, and weakens, the bourgeoi- 
sie has everywhere and always had recourse and will continue to have recourse to 
the most desperate lies and slander” (V. I. Lenin, “Poln. sobr. soch.” [Complete 
Collected Works/, vol 25, p 352). 


We must also relegate to the forms of ideological diversion the facts of drawing 
certain of our citizens into smuggling and currency operations, the shipping out 
and connivance at shipping out to the West plundered antiquarian valuables, unique 
works of art, comprising parts of the national treasure. This inflicts damage to 
the state, and morally unstable persons are drawn into criminal activities. In 
order to activate ideological diversions as an aid to the special services in the 
United States, based on the previously existing information agency known as the 
USTIA and the State Department's Bureau of Educational and Cultural Affairs, the 
American Agency for Information and Cultural Exchange hag been created. As may be 
seen from materials from the foreign press, its task includes the seeking out of 
new forms and methods of “infornational and ideological penetration into the USSR 
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and the other socialist countries. The new agency is in charge of the following ra- 
jio stations: The Voice of America, Radio Liberty, and Radio Free Europe. 


in pursuing their goal of creating more favorable conditions for a systematic ideo- 
logical “processing” of the populations of the socialist countries, the special ser- 
vices have at their disposal sub-divisions and branches of centers of ideological 
diversion near the borders of the socialist countries. For example, the headquar- 
ters staffs of such large-scale subversive centers as Radio Liberty and Radio Free 
Europe are located in the United States. However, the absolute majority of their 

performing sub-divisions, branches, and radio-broadcasting stations are concentra- 
ted on the territories of Greece, the FRC, Italy, Britain, and other Western Euro- 
pean countries. Also situated there are centers which specialize in carrying out 
ideological diversion, using the ideology of revisionism, social-reformism, Zionism, 
as well as organizations engaged in the publication and dissemination of anti-Soviet 
literature. 


In the subversive acts of ideological diversion against our republic the imperialist 
states have made extensive use of Lithuanian reactionary emigre organizations. “hey 
are utilized by the U.S. special services within the “cold war” system as foes of 
communism and obedient executors of their masters’ will. In order to deceive public 
opinion in the United States and other countries which are sheltering them, they 
have wrapped themselves in the toga of “liberators” and are even attempting to ap- 
pear as some kind of representatives of the Lithuanian nation abroad, sending out 
slanderous documents to state and public organizations, as well as to individual 
leaders of Western countries. Their chief criminal attempts are aimed at transfer- 
ring the arena of ideological struggle directly to the territory of Soviet Lithua- 
nia. "or this purpose the West makes it easy for them to use the services of radio 
stations, favorable conditions are created for the active use o. international pos- 
tal communications, as well as tourist, cultural, and scientific exchanges. 

Through these channels specially prepared, hostile publications are sent into our 
repuolic, while emissaries are also sent. Suffice it to point out that the Lithu- 
anian editorial offices of the imperialist radio stations have recently been fill- 
ing up with various types of renegades and traitors to the Motherland of various 
nationalities, who are earning their bread by means of treason, vieing with each 
other ir } creating Slanderous fantasies and garbling the facts. The themes of their 
broadcasts remain unchanged: idealization of the bourgeois past, praise of imperi- 
alism, a | putting down of socialism and its democracy, distortion of the party's po- 
‘icy with regard to the nationality question, etc. 


It radio broadcasts, for example, use is made for slanderous purposes of the 
murder and robbery by criminals of two Catholic priests in our republic. Vatican 
jadio and after it a number of other stations presented these sad events as preme- 
Jjitated acts by atheists aimed at eliminating the Catholic Church by means of phy- 
sical violence against its priests. 


it should be pointed out that on the territory of our republic there are certain 
members of the clergy who, despite common sense, have begun to echo this radio pro- 
payanda which is hostile to us. In spite of the fact that the criminals were ar- 
rested quite some time ago, and the purpose of this crime was obvious, facts which 
have already been mentioned in our press, Vatican Radio has continued its vile fan- 
tasies. The calculation is obviously a simple one: perhaps some of the believers 
will not read the newspaper, will not see the republican television, and will 
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believe in the “objectivity” of the West's information about the persecution of the 
servants of the Catholic Church. 


It is obviously not for his good life that the Western radio propagandists have made 
a hero of the criminal Shakalis. Finding himself in the United States and sensing 
an obvious shortage of fresh anti-Soviets, he quickly changed his trade from repea- 
ter-thief to “preacher and fighter for human rights.” But who could believe him? 


It is important to emphasize particularly that our adversaries constantly strive to 
use religion as a weapon of anti-communism. Their propaganda teems with such worn- 
out and unsubstantiated stereotypes as “persecution of the believers,” the “Church 
as a martyr,” “political atheism,” etc. The enemies of socialism relegate an impor- 
tant place to the Catholic Church, attempting with all their strength to transform 
it from an organization which satisfies the religious needs of the believers into a 
political force for undermining the Socialist society from within. 


It is clearly no mistake to say that realistically thinking believers and clergy 
will be capable of drawing the correct conclusion as to whom is being servec by the 
reactionary clerical circles in the West and what goal they are pursuing. Their 
credo was defined in due course cynically but openly by the clerical poet Yu. Kos- 
su-Aleksandrishkis, well-known as Yu. Aystis, who called upon a “liberated” Lithua- 
nia “for one tooth to knock out all teeth"--"to annihilate everybody on the spot 
not at some time in the future but at this very moment and on this very spot..., 
and then on the earth, washed with blood, to erect new dioceses.” 


At the same time individual Catholic priests, who are drawing close to Aystis’ phi- 
losophical views and opinion, are attempting to become the conductcrs of the hos- 
tile strivings of the anti-communists. By utilizing the potentials of the Church 
and having recourse to the aid of religious fanatics, they are attempting to ins- 
till the thought that the foundation of the Lithuanian nation’s national self- 
awareness, the guardian of its moral bulwarks is constituted solely by the Church, 
and all the negative phenomena in society are the result of atheistic education. 


Forgetting about civic responsibility, such priests as Svarinskas, Tomkyavichyus, 
Kaunetskas, and some others speak out from the ambo of the Church (and even outside 
of it) with malicious slander against the Soviet regime; they call upon believers 
not to take part in social work, not to allow their children to join the Pioneers 
or the Komsomol, and they slander the representatives of the state organs and pub- 
lic organizations. 


For these priests the main thing is not the provision of the believers’ spiritual 
needs but the attempt to evoke mistrust toward the policy of our party and state, 
to create conflict situations which they then attempt to adduce as facts of the in- 
fringement upon the believers’ rights and persecution of the Church as a whole. 


Having figured out the true intentions of these extremist-minded members of the 
clergy, an ever-increasing number of believers are uttering a clear dissatisfaction 
with their actions, which are incommensurate with the cloth of a priest, and they 
are addressing stern words of condemnation of them to the state offices. For ex- 
ample, Citizen Saulenas, having listened to a priest’s sermon during the funeral 
of a relative at the Bobrishkiy Cemetery in Varenskiy Rayon, writes frankly in a 
letter as follows: “During the funeral the priest hardly prayed at all, but 
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instead castigatec the Voviet regime, the Communists, and Soviet people. Those per- 
sons attending the funeral, indignant at such conduct by a priest, cut short his de- 
mogogical fantasies.” Such examples are not isolated. 


It is thought that in the course of scientific-atheistic propaganda more attention 
should be accorded to exposing to believers the anti-constitutional nature of the 
activities of such servants of the Church, who, under the cover of “protecting the 
rights of the Church or the believers” from an imagined persecution, use the Church 
and religious rituals to the benefit of reactionary emigre circles and to the detri- 
ment of the interests of the state and the socialist society. 


Practical experience has shown that it has now become fashionable to speak out, co- 
vering oneself by “protecting” someone's interests, which is a unique kind of con- 
trivance for conducting hostile activities. Certain correspondents of bourgeois 
newspapers accredited to the USSR have now begun to speak out actively under the 
guise of such “protectors.” They stealthily approach individual, extremely distant 
members of the families of persons condemned for anti-Soviet activities and, by en- 
couraging them or offering them small material pittances, draw the latter into anti- 
State activities, converting them essentially into their own agents for obtaining 
political information. It is obvious that such persons should be reminded about 
Terletskas and Cherepanov, who have now been charged with criminal responsibility; 
they very easily allowed themselves to be tricked by Western correspondents and, be- 
ing politically naive, arranged so-called “press conferences” for them with the par- 
ticipation of persons like themselves. At such assemblies various slanderous decla- 
rations were made in the name of groups or organizations thought up by themselves. 
The eyes of such persons have been opened, as a rule, after they have been held cri- 
minally responsible and have been made acquainted with the slanderous publications 
pandering to sensationalism in the Western press. During the course of their inves- 
tigation and court trial they were afforded visual proof that these malicious for- 
eigners were not at all interested either in their personalities or their fates. 


The principal purpose of such contacts was for the correspondents to obtain slande- 
rous information, distorting the Soviet reality, in order to serve their own 
employers. 


Yu. V. Andropov, the chairman of the USSR KGB, in his report at the ceremonial meet- 
ing devoted to the 100th Annivesary of F, E. Dzerzhinskiy’s birthdate, speaking 
about individual renegades who have entered upon the path of anti-Soviet activities 
and supplying the West with slanderous information, noted that they "...have no and 
can have no kind of support at all within the country.... The existence of the so- 
called ‘dissidents’ became possible only due to the fact that the opponents of so- 
cialism co-opted into this affair the Western press, the diplomatic, the intelli- 
gence, and other special services. It is no longer any secret to anyone that being 
a ‘dissident’ has become a unique kind of profession; it is paid by currency or 
other kinds of pittances, which essentially differs little from the manner i: which 
the imperialist special services pay their own agents....” 


fhe state security organs, in carrying out their *unctions with regard to guarding 
voviet people from the influence of bourgeois propaganda, reveal and expose the 

agents of foreign intelligence services, as well as ideological diversionaries and 
their toadies from among hostile elements. When necessary, they apply measures to 
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cut them off, as provided for by Soviet laws. At the same time KGB workers conduct 
a great deal of preventive work with regard to averting crimes, explaining to those 
persons who have fallen under the influence of bourgeois ideology the anti-social 
nature of their actions. 


In this sense the activity of the state security organs comprise a component part of 
the colossal work being carried out by the party organs with respect to the ideolo- 
gical-political education of the Soviet people, increasing political vigilance in 
tnem. The most serious attention has been paid to this in the decisions of the 26th 
CPSU Congress and in other party documents. 


Cur duty is to oppose the subversive political and ideological activity of the class 
enemy, his malicious slander against socialism by means of the implacable solidarity 
and powerful unity of our own ranks, with the profound conviction and political vi- 

gilance of every Soviet person, his readiness to protect the Motherland and the re-

CONSOLIDATING VILLAGES CUTS OUT-MIGRATION OF RURAL YOUTH, SPECIALISTS

fArticle by V. Timofeyev, doctor of economics: “An Important Condition for the 
Social Development of the Rural Area"/ 


[/Text/ During the last few years in our country considerable successes have been 
achieved in carrying out the course adopted by the party for strengthening the ma- 
terial and technical base of agricultural production, developing inter-farm coope- 
ration and agro-industrial integration, as well as solving the vital social prob- 
lems of the rural area. In our republic, for example, during the 9th and 10th 
Five-Year Plans capital investments in agriculture came to #4 percent of all ca- 
pital investments in the national economy of the Latvian SSR. Last year, as com- 
pared with 1970 and on a per capita farmworker basis, capital assets increased by 
a factor of 2.5, while energy capacities increased by a factor cf 1.92. In the 
agrarian sector of the republic's economy the tractor pool reached 32,800 units, 
trucks--20,900, and the total capacity of tractor engines and the freight-hauling 
capacity of trucks increased by a factor of 1.8. Large-scale land-reclamation 
operations had a multi-faceted influence on the development of agriculture. 


Along with a strengthening of the material and technical base, there has been a 
growth in the wages and real incomes of farmworkers. The general-educational and 
occupational level of the rural population has been rising, new occupations are 
making their appearance, progressive traditions are being introduced into social 
and daily life, while housing and communal conditions are improving. 


Thus, 622 out of every 1,000 kolkhoz members in this republic have a higher or a 
secondary education, which is one and one-half times more than was the case in 
1970. In comparison with 1970 the total (utilizable) area of the housing stock in 
the rural area increased by 1.5 million square meters. In the rural area more 
than 208,000 apartments have been converted to gas, and it was not until relative- 
ly recently that rural inhabitants had such facilities at their disposal at all. 


During the current five-year plan on the republic’s kolkhozes and sovkhozes more 
than 1.2 million sq. meters of apartment houses are scheduled to be built, along 
with 11,000 places for children's preschool institutions, many schools, clubs, 
stores, rural mobile facilities, and production areas. 
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At the October (1980) Plenum of the CPSU CC the General Secretary of the CPSU Cen- 
tral Committee, L. I. Brezhnev, pointed out the following: “Effective utilization 
of the potentials of agriculture is linked in the most direct way with the solu- 
tion of social problems in the countryside. Quite a bit has been done here, but a 
great deal more remains to be accomplished.” This applies fully to our republic 
as well. 


Because of an insufficient build-up of the social infra-structure (roads, housing, 
service institutions, and many other facilities) there is an exacerbation in the 
rural areas of the processes of an unbalanced migration of labor resources, their 
aging, a growing unevenness in the development of farms, and, as a result of all 
this, the principal public resource--land--is not being utilized with sufficient 
etfectiveness. 


In our country improvement in the working conditions, life, and daily concerns of 
people has always been regarded as the chief task of socio-economic development. 
But the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress, as well as the 23rd Congress of the 
Communist Party of Latvia are particularly marked by the fact that they are aimed, 
in the first place, at still further strengthening attention to measures of soci- 
ally developing the rural areas and, in the second place, at a comprehensive solu- 
tion of social problems. 


The basic production task of the Latvian SSR’s kolkhozes and sovkhozes during the 
iith Five-Year Plan is to bring grain production up to at least 2--2.1 million 
tons, to increase the average annual production of potatoes by 20--29 percent, and 
to significantly increase the average annual production of meat and other products. 
At the same time, as was pointed out by the first secretary of the CP of Latvia 

to, A. &. Voss, at the 23rd Congress of the CP of Latvia, we must bear in mind 
that “one of the most important and essential tasks of the first year and the en- 
tire 1ith Five-Year Plan is the social re-structuring of the village...." “In 
this sphere,” he emphasized, “we must carry out a great many top-priority pro- 
jects." 


One of the main links in the chain of top-priority projects must be considered the 
further developmer.t of present-day populated points. The problem of the rational 
build-up of settlements of kolkhozes and sovkhozes in this republic is particular- 
ly important, since out of 190,500 rural apartment houses no more than 30 percent 
are located within the boundaries of settled areas with good prospects. In socio- 
logical surveys a significant portion of the rural laborers (63 percent of those 
who responded) indicated the need to improve conditions where they were living. 
Approximately 50--53 percent of those questioned see the path to this in moving 
their place of residence from farmsteads to settlements. 


The formation of settlements in Latvia's kolkhozes and sovkhozes, as well as in 
other republics of the Soviet Baltic, is gathering force, but many questions of 
rural settling have still not been sufficiently elucidated, and opinions have not 
been firmly established. In connection with this, it seems urgent to keep under 
constant observation the principal questions of the theory and practice of sett- 
ling, such as the principles of the formation of settlements on farms and their 
structure, taking into account the specialization of agricultural production and 
rural living conditions. 
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The re-structuring of the village comes under the general process of the urbaniza- 
tion of life. It must be considered within the framework of the problems linked 
with the elimination of the differences between town and country. The approach of 
working conditions in the rural areas to those of industrial work and the techno- 
logy to that of industry, as well as the raising of the level of conveniences in 
housing, everyday facilities, and services--these are the strategic trends in the 
work of bringing the town and the country closer together. All this also obliges 
us to solve the problems of building up rural and urban populated points in a mu- 
tually connected complex with the distribution of other elements of production 
forces. 


The elimination of the differences between town and country constitutes a process 
which moves, to speak in images, both from the side of the town and from the side 
of the country. Within this process there should not be any absorption of one by 
the other, but there does take place a penetration of highly developed production 
forces into agriculture with the retention of a number of advantages and progres- 
Sive traits of the rural way of life (utilization of the land's production forces 
and a closeness to nature). In other words, within this two-direction movement 
not the last place is occupied by characteristics of a social and production-tech- 
nology type, which are an essential part of agriculture. And this is why we must 
take this circumstance into consideration in a multi-faceted manner. 


That time has long passed when all the desires and thoughts of a peasant family 
were enclosed within the bounds of their own house and yard and when questions of 
housing organization were simplified to the elementary needs. The present concep- 
tion of each family’s housing and everyday conditions on a kolkhoz or sovkhoz is 
linked, to a considerable measure, with the development of settlements. Kolkhoz 
and sovkhoz settlements are emerging as the main centers of their economic and so- 
cial infra-structure wherein the following are concentrated: the chief production 
buildings, apartment houses, cultural, every-day-service, and educational-type fa- 
cilities, schools and pre-school institutions, roads, engineering networks, and 
other structures of convenience and practicality. For all these purposes, settle- 
ments have taken shape in our country as centers for administering a complex, ter- 
ritorially scattered agricultural production. 


Among the many factors exerting an influence on the formation of contemporary ru- 
ral housing the following two stand out in sharp relief: the effect of concentra- 
tion and the requirements proceeding from the spatial nature of agricultural pro- 
duction. 


The processes of concentrating labor and material means, ensuring an effect in the 
sphere of production also encompass other spheres. With regard to settlements, 
concentration ensures an economy of capital and operating expenditures. Also es- 
sential is the fact that the construction of certain service facilities is, in ge- 
neral, possible and feasible only when there is a specific population concentra- 
tion. At the same time, in the case of modest-sized kolkhozes and sovkhozes it 

is difficult to create a large settlement. Therefore, one of the reasons for en- 
larging farms has also been to create the prerequisites for building up a so- 
called optimum settlement. 
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In resolving the problems of rural settling it is also important to take into con- 
sideration the specifics of agricultural production, including the particular na- 
ture of the object of labor, which is the land, and also in utilizing biological 
means of production. Land, which functions not only as the spatial basis but also 
participates in creating the product, has distinguishing characteristics--particu- 
lar spatial traits and conditions of fertility. Other means of labor--productive 
livestock, structures, vehicles, and fertilizers--function only in an organic con- 
nection with the land and its traits. 


With the intensification of agricultural production the needs become more complex 
for the administration of the processes of the rational utilization of the land. 
This circumstance excludes even to the slightest degree an abstract approach to 
the distribution of people, the use of vehicles, fertilizer, and seed materia. 
It is precisely for this reason that the administration of the process of utiliz- 
ing the land needs to be closer to the centers of administration--and the settle- 
ments closer to the lands which are suitable for agriculture. 


The forms of organizing production are constantly being perfected, and this makes 
it possible to gradually increase the dimensions of the farms and the distances 
from their centers to the principal land areas. But this is not in harmony with 
the acute needs for a well-planned placement of housing relative to these lands. 
In other words, although consolidating the area of farms also promises the possi- 
bility of building larger settlements with a diverse set of service facilities, it 
still has limits beyond which there are violations of the ties between the center 
of the farm and the lands suitable for agriculture; other conditions become worse 
as well as factors of intensive farming. 


However, settlements are formed under the influence not only of individual econo- 
mic conditions but also of complex social and production factors. Inasmuch as 
settlements play a known role in creating the conditions for reproducing labor re- 
sources, this position is particularly important for them. In a definite way an 
organized material environment has an essential influence on the conditions of all 
the principal spheres of the population's social activity--labor, administering 
social production, the consumption of material goods, as well as spiritual and 
physical development. Therefore, the building up of settlements ought to be eva- 
juated primarily from the viewpoint of their social perspectives. Other types of 
premises, for example, calculations based on variants of outlays adduced or pic- 
turing a private system of economic feasibility, if they are considered in isola- 
tion without estimating how they correspond to the requirements and conditions of 
the rural laborers’ socialist way of life, may lead to erroneous solutions. 


The settlements which have been formed in recent days--the farm centers (for exam- 
ple, on the Red October Kolkhoz of the Preyl'‘skiy Rayon, the Yaunays komunars and 
Druva Kolkhozes of the Saldusskiy Rayon, as well as on the Ogre and Madliena Sov- 
khozes) bear witness to the fact that of the many concepts of settlement which 
have been proposed in due course, those have proved to be viable which have a 
rreater social supplement. Thus, there has been no development of the proposals 
to build up settlements according to the brigade principle, build apartment hou- 
ses among dispersed, modest-sized livestock-breeding farms, or the attempts to 
create certain cultural centers in the form of "oases" among many small-scale, so- 
litary populated points. The fact of the matter is that, while these proposals 
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may have introduced a temporary improvement in economic conditions, on the whole, 
they have not corresponded to the increasing objective requirements for the social 
structure of persons on farms. 


The table cited below sums up certain indicators of rural development in connection 
with the forms of settling (based on data cf sociological research conducted during 
the course of several years in the republic by the Latvian Academy of Agriculture). 


It is evident from the table that in the large settlements there is a younger make- 
up of the population, a higher level of education among the workers, a more up-to- 
date occupational structure, a higher proportion of persons taking an active part 
in the production and cultural-educational life, and that everyday services are 
more diverse and regular in character. It is not by accident that in the small 
centers and on the farmsteads only 19--22 percent of the persons surveyed were sa- 
tisfied with their living conditions, whereas in the large farm centers this indi- 
cator was significantly higher, amounting to 38 percent. 


In summing up the experience and results of the scientific studies, including the 
economic calculations and specific sociological surveys, it may be considered that 
under the conditions of the Latvian SSR it will be feasible in the future to have 
farms with average sizes of land usage amounting to 6,000--8,000 hectares of total 
area and to create in them, as a rule, one settlement with the necessary service 
institutions and a sufficiently high level of convenience facilities. Let's say, 
for the sake of comparison, that the average size of Estonia‘’s farms is somewhat 
greater--8,100 hectares, including 4,500 ha of lands suitable for cultivation and 
2,600 ha of pasture lands. In Belorussia the average farm size is 4,500 ha (3,200 
ha of land suitable for cultivation and 2,000 ha of pasture lands); in Lithuania 
the average farm size is 3,100 ha (2,200 ha of lands suitable for cultivation and 
1,500 na of pasture lands). It should be noted that most of the present-day farms 
are being set up within the recommended future dimensions; hence, their territori- 
al growth will not be appreciable. 


In the regional planning scheme which has been worked out for all the administra- 
tive rayons of the Latvian SSR within its agricultural division settlements of 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes are considered along with other populated points and form 
a system of populated points for agricultural purposes. They are all sub-divided 
into three categories, depending on the make-up of the service facilities distri- 
buted within them. Dividing settlements into categories helps to appropriately 
differentiate service institutions by types and capacities, and this facilitates 
locating services closer to the places where people live. At the same time this 
creates relatively favorable conditions for the operation of up-to-date service 
enterprises and helps to avoid their duplication. 


Under favorable conditions of agricultural-production specialization as well as 
territorial-transportation factors inter-farm centers will be developed within ra- 
yon boundaries. In accordance with the plans of the rayon agro-industrial associ- 
ations, the largest cooperative facilities designed for production and non-produc- 
tion purposes will be placed within them. It may be assumed that such centers, 

by having a higher level of build-up than the settlements within farms, will, to 

a certain degree, interrupt the general flow of population migration from rural 
localities to the cities. And still, in our opinion, in the interests of

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stabilizing labor resources directly on the farms, priority in ensuring by means of 
material and monetary resources, by construction capacities, and by limits on plan- 
ned projects for a certain length of time--until they can stand on their own two 
feet--ought to be retained for the farm settlements. 


In the future the Latvian SSR will have a total of about 600 populated points for 

agricultural purposes, including approximately 520 main farm centers and 70 ancil- 
lary ones. About 20 percent of the agricultural settlements will be relegated to 

the first category and 75 percent to the second. 


The scheme for the future development of rural populated points Should be regarded 
as an important document, necessary for planning new capital investments and mate- 
rial resources for a lengthy period. But the transition to the prospective sett- 
ling requires large funds and will take a considerable amount of time. We have to 
erect anew at least 75 percent of housing (of that required), 75 percent of child- 
ren‘'s institutions, 60 percent of commercial facilities, and the picture is analo- 
gous with respect to other types of construction as well. Under these conditions 
the utilization of already-existing housing stock and communal facilities, no mat- 
ter what their sizes are, and even if for this purpose certain work has to be done 
with regard to modernization and improvements, will assist in effecting savings in 
funds and respond to the economy's needs. Completely justified and showing good 
economic sense, for example, were the actions taken on the Uzvara Kolkhoz of the 
Bauskiy Rayon, the Sigulda Experimental Fam, and the Spars Kolkhoz of the Culben- 
skiy Rayon, where provisions have been made for the lengthy use of existing, mo- 
dest-sized residential centers as auxiliary ones. 


The premature declaration of existing small centers as lacking in future prospects 
leads to a situation whereby interest in them is lost, particularly on the part 

of farm managers. Sensing this, the population leaves such residential centers, 
often not even remaining in the farm's main center, inasmuch as housing has not 
been erected for them there in good time. The opinion of farm experts testifies to 
the feasibility of actively using at the present time the modest-sized centers. In 
the survey 46.6 percent of them expressed the opinion that auxiliary centers were 
needed to administer production. 


But an attractive force is drawn to the large centers primarily by up-to-date ser- 
vices through a network of corresponding institutions and a comparatively high le- 
vei of convenient housing and space. According to the data of Estonian sociolo- 
gists (such as E, Rannik), who have made a study of the shifts of labor resources 
in agriculture, 49.8 percent of those moving to a new place of work on kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes settle in farm centers, and 24.1 percent--in direct proximity to 
them. This is why in developing the settlements--farmm centers--we must proceed 
from the necessity of ensuring the inhabitants in the locality a minimum of the ba- 
sic types of social services, including the possibility of engaging in sports 
(sports areas, gymnasiums, swimming-pools), amateur arts activities (clubs), trade, 
public dining facilities, schools, and pre-school institutions. 


Already now the level of residential conveniences in the settlements is 10 times 
as high as that of the farmsteads. However, the structure of the settlements is 
not balanced, since the construction of the service institutions lags behind the 
putting into operation of the production facilities and apartment houses. In 1979 
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31.3 percent of the surveyed inhabitants of kolkhoz and sovkhoz settlements indica- 
ted that they were not completely satisfied with their everyday living conditions, 
while 6.9 percent indicated that they were simply not satisfied. In individual ru- 
ral rayons approximately one out of every five workers up to quite recently was dis- 
turbed by the fact that he could not place his children in a kindergarten or nurse- 
ry, and one out of every three felt that he lacked opportunities to organize his own 
leisure time. Behind such answers possibly stand future migrants, but their path 
need not lie into the city. A questionnaire in the kolkhozes has shown that of the 
workers (450 persons) only 9 percent named a large city as a place of possible mi- 
gration, 35 percent named a small city, and 38 percent--another rural populated 
place, but one with a higher level of facilities. 


The elimination of imbalance in the structure of the settlements until recent times 
has not been facilitated by the system of planning and assimilating capital invest- 
ments. Just recently only about 16 percent of the capital investments were being 
directed into non-production construction in the village on an annual basis, includ- 
ing 12 percent on housing, 2 percent on communal services, and 1.5 percent on educa- 
tional and cultural facilities, taken together. At the same time in the economical- 
ly strong farms, for example, on the Tervet Kolkhoz in the Dobel'‘skiy Rayon, the 
proportion of non-production funds within the make-up of the capital assets amounted 
to 23 percent. In the present five-year plan the proportion of construction pro- 
jects in the non-production sphere increases to 45 percent, and this must be uti- 
lized for a balanced construction, under which production areas and facilities en- 
suring a better life for people are put into operation on the farms at the same 
time. 


Planning settlements must also be coordinated with solving the problem of evening 
out the social conditions in a cross-section of the rayons and farms. In distribut- 
ing capital investments, material resources, and tasks for developing the rural con- 
struction industry and the settlements it is necessary to take into consideration 
the fact that the level of housing facilities on the farms of the: republic's east- 
erm rayons, aS a rule, are considerably lower, let's say, than those of the central 
rayons. Thus, on the farms of the Second Natural-Economic Zone (the Riga and Ogr- 
skiy Rayons) or the Third (the Dobel'skiy, Yelgavskiy, and Bauskiy Rayons) the non- 
productive capital assets, calculated per 100 hectares of agricultural lands, com- 
prised 46,700 and 44,200 rubles respectively, while the Seventh (the Balvskiy, 
Preyl'skiy, Daugavpilsskiy Rayons) and the Eighth (the Rezeknenskiy, Ludzenskiy, 

and Kraslavskiy Rayons) amounted to 13,700 and 16,600 rubles respectively. And 
within the boundaries of a single rayon the indicator of providing non-production 
assets, as calculated per worker, for individual farms is marked by an increase of 
a factor of 2--2.5 and more, while for projects with cultural, everyday, communal, 
and educational purposes--by even more, 


As is known, the Latvian CP CC and the Latvian SSR Council of Ministers have 
adopted a well-developed decree which outiined the major measures for strengthen- 
ing economically weak farms. In this connection particular attention deserves to 
be paid to measures on creating the foundations of well-constructed settlements 
on the land usages of such farms. The importance of these measures may be judged 
if only by the fact that the economically weak farms have been strengthened by ap- 
proximately 853,000 hectares of land, including 473,900 ha of lands suitable for 
cultivation and 299,400 ha of pasture lands, but the level of land use is low, one 
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of the reasons for this being a shortage of manpower. Settlements with up-to-date 
housing on the given farms will be able to retain specialists, machine-operators, 
and livestock-breeders on the job. and, at the same time, intensify the production 
of grain, feeds, meat, and milk in those areas which, up to now, have not been uti- 
lized to full capacity. 


Other methods, including the construction of cooperative settlements--consisting of 
one or two farms--, as proposed by certain sociologists for farms with a low guaran- 
teed supply of their own labor resources, are hardly effective. The main reason for 
this is because farms, which are independent in their own actions, as a rule, differ 
from each other to a great extent, and this creates conditions for various types of 
contradictions. Moreover, the settlement centers may turn out to be cut off from 
the principal production territories. 


The concentration of housing on the farms ought to change a great deal in the pro- 
duction organization. It is extremely possible that on the farms it will be secto- 
rial rather than territorial which will become the basic type of administration, 
while methods of organizing a production territory will also change. Unfortunately, 
these problems have not yet been subjected to enough scientific analysis and ground- 
work. 


Poly-functionality, or a multi-purpose designation of the settlements, is one of the 
Serious factors of their future development. It facilitates the choice of work in 
the locality for the population and assists in the broad-based interchange of peo- 
ple. in this connection the poly-functionality of the settlements can be created by 
various means. First of all, this quality, as a rule, is characteristic of settle- 
ments which have been founded on the basis of historically formed, modest-sized ru- 
ral centers already possessing an attractive force for the surrounding population. 
With regard to the new settlements, in order to impart a multi-purpose designation 
to them, we must make broader use of the processes of integration and cooperation. 
Thus, at the center of several kolkhoz and sovkhoz settlements production facili- 
ties and apartment houses of an agro-service can be built, i. e., responsible for 
material and technical supply, delivery of electric power, and communications in 
the village. For the employees of these enterprises, who usually live in cities 
and are now compelled to make long trips to and from work and are, therefore, prac- 
tically cut off from their own families, such a solution would also be acceptable. 


In recent times it has transpired that villages are built basicaily in the form of 
buildings with many apartments. The fact is that the construction cost of one sq. 
meter of general area in three or four-storey, sectional-type apartment houses is 
more than 30--35 percent lower than in the farmstead-type, single-apartment apart- 
ment houses (to be sure, taking into account the construction of barns for live- 
stock which are for personal use, the difference in favor of the sectional apart- 
ment houses would obviously not be so great), This can be the only explanation 
for the widespread use of multiple-apartment and multi-storey (in some places as 
many as five floors) apartment houses. With their aid it is easier for the farms 
to solve the housing problem. One may understand the difficuities of the farms, 
and hence it is not quite valid to sharply contrast the two types of housing. And, 
nevertheless, it must be admitted that the construction of the farmstead type, be- 
cause of the better conditions for conducting private, auxiliary farming, the iso- 
lation of the housing, and even the economic services, thanks to communications 
with the surrounding territory, has indisputable advantages. 
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To the question: "If you had the possibility of choosing, what type of housing in a 
settlement would you consider the most convenient?", 48 percent of the kolkhoz men- 
bers who responded expressed a preference for their own house with a plot of land, 
28 percent for a one-apartment house with a plot, built by the farm, and only 4 per- 
cent favored an apartment in a three-storey, sectional house without any plot at- 
tached. Rural people do not like the over-crowding of multi-apartment houses (42 
percent of the respondents indicated this), the inconvenient conditions for engaging 
in private, auxiliary farming (32 percent), or the necessity of climbing to upper 
floors (15 percent). 


Approximately 20 percent of the inhabitants in the settlements were not engaged in 
private, auxiliary farming, and of those who were--only half had a cow. Of course, 
it does not follow from this at all that settlements are not suitable for private, 
auxiliary farming. It is simply that in a number of them there are reasons which 
do not facilitate such farming. In order to eliminate these reasons, we must, while 
still in the stage of planning the settlements, ensure suitable territorial place- 
ment of apartment houses in relation to the appropriate sheds for livestock for in- 
dividual use as well as garden-type plots, to arrange to have the pastures closer to 
the sheds and to plan their rational territorial organization, and, finally, to pro- 
vide well-laid-out barnyards and a reliable water supply for the livestock. But to 
create fully favorable conditions for conducting private, auxiliary farming in set- 
tlements is possible only if farmstead-type individual houses are built in then. 


In order to reduce the shortage of housing in the rural areas, we should make more 
extensive use of individual or cooperative construction. Unfortunately, those rural 
inhabitants who need housing have been poorly oriented toward it. On the list of 
acquisitions suggested by them the participants in the questionnaire place their own 
home only in fourth place--after furniture, an automobile, and a refrigerator. They 
explain this by the lack of funds for construction (25 percent of the respondents), 
desire and time (25 percent), by a reference to the fact that housing should be pro- 
vided by the sovkhoz or kolkhoz (9 percent), and to the fact that they prefer to use 
their funds to acquire other things (9 percent). 


The development of individual and cooperative housing construction in the rural 
areas, attracting the funds of the population, is one of the tasks which was as- 
Signed by the plenum of the CP of Latvia CC, which was held in June of the present 
year. In order to successfully solve this problem, it is necessary to expand the 
production and sale to the population of building materials, to attempt to lower 
the expenses of producing houses by the plant-method of manufacture, to render mul- 
ti-faceted aid to rural housing cooperatives and to individual, do-it-yourself 
builders from the farms, and, finally, to be concerned with increasing the prestige 
of owning one's own home. 


The development of settlements has posed yet another whole set of new problems. 

One of them is operating a residential-communal farm in the village. Up to now the 
main responsibilities for repairing the communal and other buildings, water pipe- 
line, sewerage, and the appropriate material and technical supplies were placed on 
the shoulders of the farms. With the expansion of housing and communal stocks, 
they take on the added responsibilities of acquiring special equipment (street- 
cleaning vehicles, asphalt rollers, collapsible towers ) and retaining the ap- 
propriate specialists. This will become burdensome for the farms, inasmuch as it 
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“ill distract them from their direct tasks. It is thought that it is feasible to 
organize centralized cost-accounting sub-divisions in the rayons for servicing hou- 
Sing-communal farms in the settlements. 


As experience has shown, the initiative of the farms plays an important role in 
solving the problems of rural settling within this republic. Having weighed their 
various possibilities, the kolkhoz and sovkhoz directors are called upon to define, 
taking local conditions into consideration, the points of departure in working t 
develop settlements and to draw up plans of action as follows: what new facilities 
should be built; how should they be distributed within the make-up of the social 
center; what minimum of measures needs to be promulgated so that existing housing 
and other facilities on the farm territories can continue to be used with convenien- 
ces for the inhabitants; which of the facilities within the new settlements should 
be assigned top priority. It is feasible to provide precise groundwork for the 
structure of the settlements--the disposition of the zone of the public buildings, 
as well as the territories built up by the sectional, block-type, and farmstead- 
type, single-apartment buildings. It is very important to provide--if not right 
away, then for the future--for supplying the settlement with complex, up-to-date 
elements of convenience--heat supply, water pipelines, sewerage, natural gas. In 
connection with this, the build-up should be arranged in a compact manner but with- 
out crowding, which is alien for a rural locality. 


In the work of re-structuring the village it is useful to make more extensive use of 
the experience which has been accumulated within the republic. On a number of 
farms, for example, on the Druva Kolkhoz of Saldusskiy Rayon, the construction of 
one-family, farmstead-type houses has been organized quite well within the settle- 
ment. On the experimental-training farm Vetsautse of the Latvian Agricultural Aca- 
demy there has been a successful experiment on the stage-by-stage construction of 
a livestock-breeding complex with a start-up of individual facilities’ operations 
within a year after the beginning of their construction. Having studied the exper- 
ience of others, we can make a more circumspect approach in our own choices of 

the types of apartment houses and public buildings. 


Measures on building and laying out the center well must become an inextricable 
part of the plan for a farm's socio-economic development. The successfull imple- 
mentation of these measures will facilitate the fulfillment of production assign- 
ments and the development of the social activities of farms’ groups.

NATIONALITY ISSUE PROMINENT IN GEORGIAN POLITICAL TRAINING

[Excerpts] A new historical community of people--the Soviet people--has evolved 
and become established in the process of the creation of the developed socialist 
society in our country. Collectivism and comradeship and the friendship of ail 
nations and nationalities have become an inalienable part of the Soviet way of 
life. “World history," the CPSU Central Committee decree in connection with the

GEORGIAN PEOPLE'S COURTS FUNCTIONING INEFFICIENTLY

[Text] The people's court is the basic link of the Soviet judicial 
system, examining the majority of criminal and civil cases. On the 
well-considered, precise organization of the judicial process de- 
pends the degree of its influence on people's legal awareness and 
the authority of the judicial body, which is called upon not only 

to punish but also educate the citizens in a spirit of respect 

for the law. 


A mest important condition of the good organization of judicial processes is un- 
ewerving observance of the time limits for the examination of criminal and civil 
cases determined by current legislation. How are the republic people's courts abid- 
ing by this conditionin their practical activity? 


Attention is drawn primarily to the fact that the percentage of all cases examined 
by the people's courts last year in violation of the established time limits re- 
mained high and constituted 12. The cause can be seen by the naked eye, so to 
speak. This occurs by virtue of the fact that a formal attitude toward the admin- 
istration of justice, which leads to an unjustified prolongation of the specified 
times of the examination of court cases, has not been eradicated in a whole number 
of people's courts. The people's courts of Goriyskiy, Kaspskiy, Vanskiy, Karel'skiy, 
Abashskiy, Ordzhonikidzevskiy, Kazbegskiy, Mestiyskiy and Gegechkorskiy rayons 
throughout the year repeatedly unjustifiably violated the specified times of the 
examination of criminal and civil cases. 


The republic Ministry of Justice carefully analyzed the causes of this situation 
and uncovered appreciable shortcomings in the organization and conduct of legal 
proceedings. I will dwell on the most prevalent of these. 


This is dictated primarily by the irresponsible attitude of certain people's judges 
to the performance of their official duties. They do not prepare for the court 
sessions properly and are failing to adopt all measures providing for the timely 
summons to the court of the participants in the legal proceedings and witnesses, 
which serves as a reason for the repeated postponement of the start of the examina- 
tion of this case or the other. Instances were recorded of certain citizens de- 
clining to testify by hook or by crook and avoiding putting in an appearance at 
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the proceedings and of the court failing to impose on them the penalties determined 
by the law. Many of the memoranda of the proceedings of the court do not even 
indicate the reasons for the deferral of the examination of a case for this period 
of time or other. 


A number of cases was not examined on time in the Gegechkorskiy Rayon People's 
Court (Chairman M. Kakuliya) because the trials are frequently embarked on here 
without a preliminary thorough study having made of the material thereon collected 
by the investigation. And here is the result of such an attitude: in 1980 every 
third case was examined in violation of the time limit established by law. 


The “victor's laurels” in the number of unwarranted pleas of abatement are held by 
the people's courts of Vanskiy (Chairman G. Alpaidze), Karel'skiy (0. Mamostsarash- 
vili), Volnisskiy (R. Osipov) and certain other rayons. 


It would be interesting, I believe, to cite the following example. The Tsagerskiy 
Rayon People’s Court (Judge V. Chabukiani) forwarded for examination in first in- 
stance to the Supreme Court the case of a certain G. Karseladze and others accused 
of hooliganism and theft of state property. As subsequently determined by the com 
petent authorities, the self-elimination from the examination of this case on the 
part of the people's court was entirely unjustified. As a result the case was 

sent back from the republic Supreme Court to the Tsagerskiy Rayon People's Court. 


As the results of their work show, in a number of people's courts the judges are 
reconciled to the chronic violation of the time limits for the examination of cases. 
For example, in the Abashskiy Rayon People's Court every fourth case examined in 
the first half of 1981 was examined in flagrant violation of the time limits 
established by law. The situation is even worse in the Kaspskiy Rayon's People's 
Court: here the judges fail to hear every third case within the time limit. Thus, 
for example, it took the people's judge of this rayon, I. Shakulashvili, nearly 

4 whale months to examine the straightforward case indicting 0. Modrekelidze of 
hooliganism. The trial at which D. Macharshvili was accused of evading army 

callup (Judge 0. Mirotadze) lasted more than a year in Sachkherskiy Rayon's People's 
Court. 


In all the examples quoted above the time limits for the examination of criminal 
cases were violated through the fault of the organizers of the judicial proceed- 
ings. But it happens also that blunders of the investigating authorities are 
added to this, and then the examination of the case drags on even longer. I will 
give the following example as an illustration. 


Criminal proceedings were brought against A. Akhmedov in accordance with the arti- 
cle of the Georgian SSR Penal Code stipulating liability for theft of a term of 4 
to 10 years. E. Balkhamashvili, investigator of the Volnisskiy Rayon Internal 
Affairs Department, changed during the preliminary investigation for the dangerous 
offender the measures designed to secure the defendant's appearance, releasing him 
from detention on recognizance not to leave. Akhmedov provided such recognizance, 
but, nonetheless, failed to appear in court. As a result sentencing was deferred 
for as many days as it took to find the criminal. 
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But what is the GSSR Ministry of Justice doing to rectify this situation? First, 
it has increased supervision of the people's courts’ examination of criminal and 
civil cases. A card-index system has been instituted for this purpose which puts 
every overdue case under special supervision, and the reasons for its delayed 
examination are reported to the ministry leadership. Such instances are now being 
examined at executive meetings, sessions of the commission for combating negative 
phenomena and in the ministry board. 


Some changes in this area are already noticeable. Compared with the start of 1981 
the number of cases tied up in the courts had been halved by the end of it. Good 
work on the organization of legal proceedings has been observed in the people's 
courts where the shortcomings described above have been practically reduced to 
nothing. There are many such people's courts: those of Potiyskiy, Akhaltsikhskiy, 
Dushetskiy, Akhmetskiy, Gurdzhaanskiy, Terzhol'skiy, Lanchkhutskiy, Borzhomskiy, 
Lentekhskiy, Signakhskiy, Chokhataurskiy, Mayakovskiy and certain other rayons. 
Consequently, there are courts to match up with and from which to learn a conscien- 
tious and skilled attitude toward matters, and, consequently, the people's court 
can work such as not to undermine its authority and prestige and to raise the citi- 
zens in a spirit of respect for the law. And for this it is necessary that all 
workers of the judicial authorities themselves adopt an attitude of due respect 

for the law which they serve. This simple, but nonetheless important truth needs 
to be recalled once again now, when just a few months remain before the new peo- 
ple's judge elections. 
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
